If it should be necessary, tho owners 


of slaves in tho first State might bo 
completely indemnified, to their own 
satisfaction, against all present and lu- 
turo loss. But, in each State to bo 
Treed, many would bo willing to eon- 
tribute their part by receiving much 
less than a complete indemnification. 


Although, for instance, the value of 


land in Missouri might Be temporarily 
diminished by the liberation of the 
slaves, yet its value would bo ultimate- 
ly so much increased,. that thie would 
be a great inducement for other States 
to lollow her example. If slavery were 
abolished in Missouri, land would prob- 
ably be purchased there at its present 
worth, in anticipation of a rise in value. 
But, in any case, tho liberation of -one 
State would bo an immense gain both to 
that State and to the whole Union. 
Let us, then, put our shoulders to tho 
wheel: let us pour out our gold like 
water, since to use money for this object 
is much more important than to give 
our votes for any political candidates 
whatever.
